Joseph Addison, the great English 
writer, when on his death bed, sent 
for his skeptical son-in-law, in order 
that he might see “how a Christian 
could die.”

The method that God has chiefly 
honored for the extension of His 
Gospel has been that of personal 
work—the delivering of His message 
by one individual to another, or to 
as many as can be reached, accord- 
ing to one’s gift.

Christ without the intervention of the 
Virgin Mary and of saints—still less 
of priests ; also of the power of Christ 
to save, not only from the guilt, but 
from the mastery of sin, and of the 
joy and peace they find in obeying 
His voice, they would do effective 
work for the salvation of souls.

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Jesuit Education in Italy. 


Rev. Dr. Geo. E. Strobridge, of the 
Washington Square M.E.Church,ina 
tract concerning the opportunities for 
the Gospel in Italy, gives several rea- 
sons why the men of that nation are 
abandoning the Roman Church. One 
of them relates to the public schools. 
Among the Italians the priests insist, 
as of old, that they shall still control 
the education of the young. Educa- 
tion is free and compulsory, with the 
result that the illiteracy of the people, 
which in 1870 was about 8o per cent., 
has now diminished to less than 35 
per cent. All schools, private as well 
as public, are under the supervision 
of the Government and must submit 
to its inspection. In Catania, Sicily, 
a Jesuit school had falsified history in 
its examination papers. These papers 
were scrutinized by the Government 
officers, and the fraud was discovered. 
At once the school was dissolved and 
the doors were sealed up. 


Preserving the Faith by Gambling. 
Archbishop Farley and other high

power. In March a press dispatch 
from Rome, to the New York Sun, 
dated March 21, quoted him as say- 
ing, in an encyclical issued on the 
celebration of the thirteenth centen- 
ary of St. Gregory, “It is not now 
only a question of heresy, but the axe 
is being applied to the root of the 
tree, that is, the Church.” 


Converted Catholics vs. Roman Catholics. 
The work of various societies in 
Spain for the conversion of Catholics 
is bearing fruit. A member of the 
Spanish Parliament gives the follow- 
ing explanation to a paper published 
in Spain respecting the progress of 
Protestantism in that country: “The 
Protestants have follqgwers because 
our clergy are inferior to theirs, and 
because both the pastors and evan- 
gelists and their wives devote them- 
selves actively and intelligently to the 
teaching of the people, and with kind- 
ly hearts and ways are always ready 
to do what they can for the poor. It 
is lamentable to see the difference be- 
tween the schools of the Protestants 
and the Catholic schools. Go into 
any of the villages where there is a 
Protestant center and you will notice 
how inevitably the country people 
who join the Protestant ranks ac- 
quire a certain degree of culture.” 


Fresh Burdens for Priest-Ridden Spain. 


The six thousand priests and friars 
who have lately gone to Spain from 
the Philippine Islands have made a 
great deal of trouble for the Spanish 
clergy, which body says that coming 
after the invasion of religious orders 
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driven out of France the immigration 
of these men from Asia creates an in- 
tolerable situation. 

Statistics would seem to show that 
Spain had enough priests to support 
before the arrival of these friars. 
There were 40, 476, or one to every 
400 of the population, 2,476 high ec- 
clesiastics for 57 cathedrals, besides 
70,000 religious and 80,000 brothers 
and chaplains. For the support of all 
these men the State annually pays 
50 millions of pesetas. While ten 
millions of the Spanish people are il- 
literate, and the country is more back- 
ward in agriculture, manufactures 
and commerce than any other claim- 
ing to be civilized, the clergy have an 
nnual revenue of 773 millions of 
pesetas, without counting legacies. 


The Jesuit Society Still Excluded from 

Germany. 

Last April the German Chancellor 
of the Exchequer, from his place in 
Parliament, denied that the laws ex- 
luding Jesuits from the Empire had 
been repealed, as a concession to the 
Centre, in compensation for political 

ipport. Only Paragraph 2 had been 
epealed, and as the Government was 
ot willing to repeal Paragraph 1, the 
esuits, as an organization, are still

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months ago Bishop Bonacum, of Lin- 
coln, Neb., removed Father William 
Murphy, as pastor at Seward, and 
later excommunicated him. Father 
Murphy, however, was sustained by 
the Trustees, and continued to hold 
services and to retain possession of 
the church property. 

It was contended on behalf of the 
Bishop, at the trial last month, that 
the Court of Rome had ruled in his 
favor, but the Nebraska Court said 
it was unable to concur in.this. 

The result of the action is that the 
priest has won his case against the 
Bishop, and ‘the latter is enjoined 
from disturbing Father Murphy in 
the possession of the church prop- 
erty. 


Church Organized for Politics. 


In the investigation of the Mormon 
Church before the Senate Committee, 
in Washington, on March 10, it was 
declared that it was the pelicy of the 
Church in Utah “to divide tne people 
as equally as possible between Re- 
publicans and Democrats, so as to 
maintain a reserve which could be 
swung either way in the interest of 
the Church.”

Ignoring the Papal Power, 

The repeated reverses encountered 
by the Russian arms should prove 
to the Czar that the sympathy of the 
Pope brings almost as much disaster 
upon its recipients as the Papal bless- 
ing. Nor is the reason far to seek. 
The Pope—and, indeed, his whole 
Church also—looks at the world not 
from God’s point of view at all, but 
from his own. Instead of humbling 
himself before God like other human 
beings who seek the divine mercy and 
guidance, his mind is full of the im- 
portance of himself as the Vicar of 
Christ, kind of kings. and lord of 
lords, and of the dreadful results to 
the nations of the loss of his tem- 
poral power. Further than that, he 
cannot expect to please God by arro- 
gating to himself an attribute that 
can be possessed by none but the 
Lord God Almighty—that of being 
free from error when he chooses to 
speak ex cathedra. This blasphemous 
pretension has drawn down upon the 
Papacy evidence of the Divine wrath 
ever since the dogma of Papal Infalli- 
bility was promulgated. The sym- 
pathy and the blessing of persons 
who live in 


close communion with 


God are greatly to be desired, but 


the good wishes of those who usurp 
His prerogatives can be of no benefit 


to a single soul, for He is a jealous 
God and will give none of His glory 
to another. 

If the Czar has any hope of hold- 
ing his own in the war with Japan, 
he had better tell the Pope to mind 
his own business. The day is past 
and gone when Rome could have any 
voice among the nations of the earth.

December 8, 1903, the feast of 
the Immaculate Conception of the 
Virgin Mary, once recognized as the 
patron saint of the Philippine archi- 
pelago. It is entitled, “Solemn De- 


testation of the Principal Errors and 


How the Friars Lived in the Philippines. 
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Heresies of Our Age.” Copies were 
handed out at the doors of all the 
convents in Manila that day and, by 
the authority of Apostolic Delegate 
Guidi, generous indulgences were of- 
fered to all who would recite it. Two 
paragraphs read thus: 

“I detest and reprove the secu- 
larization of education, and I say that 
the civil authority cannot arrogate to 
itself the control and discipline of 
studies, and with the same energy I 
reprove and detest lay and purely 
scientific education. ' 

“I detest and reprove popular sov- 
ereignty, universal suffrage and the 
system of majorities.” 

Detestations are also pronounced 
on liberty of worship, liberty of the 
press, liberty of teaching, liberty of 
conscience, the principle of toler- 
ance and all the formulas of liberal- 
ism. 

But these lawless American bishops 
have not found their methods very 
successful, for Bishop Rooker said in 
a public address: 


“The fact that so small a number 
relatively of the faithful attended the 
pontifical mass with which the feast 
day of the Patroness of the diocese 
was celebrated, besides being the first 
mass attended by me in the capital 
of this diocese, was a revelation of an 
anti-religious feeling, insidious and 
base, which must be combated.” 


The bishop then proceeded to thus 


describe the exercise by the Filipinos 


of their right to select their own 


places of worship: 

“There has never been recorded in 
the history of the persecutions suf- 
fered by the Church—not even going 
back to those which the Protestants 
carried on in past centuries, one 
which revealed more plainly the char- 
acter of baseness and treason than 
that to-day suffered by the Cath- 
olic Chureh in the Philippines— 
a persecution initiated in each town 
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by four or five half-instructed per- 
sons, who have illy digested an in- 
complete education and who seek to 
impose their ideas as if they were 


those of the entire country.”

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Bishops on Bible Reading. 


The following well authenticated 
statement gives additional weight to 
the article by Dr. Sanderson, pub- 
lished in this number of the Maga- 
zine: 

It is an historical fact, that the 
Bishops assembled at Benonia to con- 
sult for restoring the dignity of the 
Roman See to Pope Julius the Third, 
passed the following as their deliber- 
ate judgment: 

“Among all the councils we can 
give at this time, we have reserved 
the most weighty to the last. You 
must strive with all your might, that 
as little of the Gospel as possible, 
especially in the vulgar tongue, may 
be read in the cities under your jur- 
isdiction, the little which is in the 
Mass ought to be sufficient, neither 
should it be permitted to any to read 
more, for as long as men were con- 
tented with that little, all things were 
well with them, but quite otherwise 
since more was commonly read. 

“*This book,’ referring to the Bible, 
“above all others,’ they add, ‘has 
raised the storms and tempests with 
which we are carried away.’ And tru- 
ly if any man diligently examine it, 
and then consider the things which 
are practised in our churches, he will 
see that they differ very much from 
one another, and that our doctrine is 
altogether different from it, and often 
contrary. 

“These sheets are therefore to be 
concealed with great caution, and dil- 
igence, lest we should be involved in 
greater troubles and tumults. But to 
confess the truth (which must be kept 
as a secret) in the time of the apos- 
tles, and for some years after the 
apostles, there was no mention of the 
papacy, or the Cardinalship, much 
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less were these their doctrines, their 
laws, and their customs. 

“Certainly we scarcely retain in our 
churches so much as a shadow of 
the doctrine and discipline which 
flourished in the times of the apostles 
but have brought in another quite dif- 
ferent from it.” 

These confessions of the Benonia 
Bishops were of course intended for 
the Pope’s ear, but were afterward 
divulged to the world by a distin- 
guished bishop of that church, an 
unintentional illustration of the Sav- 
iour’s saying to his disciples, “What 
I tell you in darkness, that speak ye 
in light, and what ye hear in the ear, 
that preach ye upon the housetops.” 

The conclusions of these bishops, 
also demonstrate that the Pope and 
the Bible have long been at variance, 
and they give an emphatic negative 
answer to the question of the old 
prophet, “Can two walk together ex- 
cept they be agreed?

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FATHER O’CONNOR’S LETTERS TO CARDINAL GIBBONS. 


XVIII. 


New York, May, 1904. 

Sir:—In the letter of last month I referred to the juggling Jesuits and 
perfidious Paulists as the most unprincipled of all the Papal agents in this 
country. They are not only slanderers, where we who have left your Church 
are concerned, but they seek to deceive the American people “for the greater 
glory of God,” as the Jesuits say. The Paulists know well how the Roman 
Church has lost in this country, but instead of acknowledging these losses, 
they pretend to have a special mission for the conversion of “non-Cath- 
olics,” that is, “Catholics” who have ceased to be “Romanists.” Failing 
even there they turn their attention to the nation at large. 

In Washington, last month, the Paulists made very loud boasts about the 
captures of Protestants that they expect to make when they get the new 
Mission College, which you dedicated for them, in working order. They 
have not yet told us the kind of Protestants likely to be caught by their 
false representations of Rome and her doctrines, or the real object for which 
the “conversion” of such people is sought. 

It is quite true, Cardinal, that many Protestants are in need of con- 
version, but a Church that furnishes 70 per cent. of the inmates of the jails 
and poor-houses from less than one-third of the inhabitants of this city, and 
to which almost the entire population of the slums belongs in every city, 
seems hardly fitted for the task. So far as this country is concerned there 
would be no slums except for your Church. Your Church fails to lift people 
from the slums, because the religion you present to them has none of the 
divine power to enable them to overcome the vices of human nature. 

And in this city, Cardinal, in no parish do the people of your Church 
stand in greater need of conversion from all kinds of gross and open in- 
iguity than in the parish that has been placed under the care of the Paulists. 
It is quite probable that those priests have squeezed about all the money 
from those people there is to be obtained; but when the subject of conver- 
sion is mentioned it would seem that after the Paulists have done some- 
thing for their own co-religionists it will be time enough for them to go 
hunting for the money and property of Protestants who have few religious 
convictions, and no religious experience at all. 

If you think my allusions to the parish of the Paulists here highly 
colored, let me quote from a priest who was himself one of the Fathers in 
the Church House. He was so much more upright and conscientious than 
; superiors and companions, that he found it expedient to seek safety in 
Towa. 


In my last letter I referred to Father Murphy and his reasons for leav- 
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ing the Paulists. As usual, these would-be converters of Protestants tried 
to cloud the issue in explaining his departure from their society. Father 
Murphy had learned of the immorality of one of the Paulists, and when this 
matter came up in Council, the accused priest retorted that Murphy had 
violated the seal of confession. The Paulists could not decide which of those 
sins was the worse, as other members of the society had been tarred with 
the same stick. So the whole matter was hushed up, and would never have 
been made public but for the stand taken by Father Murphy on the tem- 
perance question. He insisted on preaching temperance in their church 
and his language was so strong on this subject that the liquor dealers in 
the Paulist parish resolved to boycott the church if he were not suppressed. 
Still, Father Murphy persisted in his course, and in one memorable sermon 
he took stronger ground than any Catholic priest had ever done before. 

He was not blind to the risks he ran by taking this course, and, indeed, 
told his congregation that what he intended to say might practically end 
his career in the Church. 

A Catholic young man who was present and who has been converted 
this season in Christ’s Mission, has written an excellent resumé of this 
discourse, which receives additional weight in view of the persecution which 
it brought down upon the courageous priest who delivered it. 

Father Murphy said, in part: 

“The greatest promoter of drunkenness to-day is the man who has money 
invested in the liquor business, and who wants to make it pay. He ma: 
be the owner of a distillery or the brewer. He may be the owner of the 
liquor store, or the man who runs the saloon. These men may not want 
to make a drunkard of a man for fun, for there is no fun in it for them. But 
they have put their money up against the happiness of your home, against 
the good name and the honor of your child, against your own immortal soul ; 
and they would rather see you perish than lose their money. 

“We all suspect the liquor dealer or saloon keeper. He may be a good 
man in his way, but we cannot help suspecting him just the same. Let m« 
make that statement a little more definite. If I had a deep, personal enmity 
against someone in this city, to-morrow, and if I wanted a mean, low crime 
committed against that person; if I wanted to have an injury done to that 
man’s family; if I wanted a theft or a robbery committed against him, or 
a murder; if I wanted to see 7 child seduced or outraged, I would ca!! 
upon a saloon keeper. And if I wanted the evil deed effectively done, | 
would call upon a Catholic inl keeper to do it. 

“Keep both eyes open all the time on those who are engaged in the liquor 
business. It is a bad business and it takes a bad man to run it as it should 
be run. Where do you find the criminals of a city? Where do you find 
the outcasts? Where do you find the gambling places? Where do you find 
the disreputable resorts? Do you find them in the groceries? Do you find 
them in the dry goods stores? Do you find them where any law ful and re 
spectable business is carried on? 

“Where will you find the men who will grind their teeth at me because 
I am telling you the truth? You will find them in the saloon. Do you 
realize that the curse of Jesus Christ is on the saloon? 
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“Here is a little hint for those who are making money in the liquor traffic. 
Put a clause in your will: “This money is the price of blood. I want you 
to build a monument over my grave with it. The money that raised this 
nonument over my dead body brought my soul down to hell.’ 

“Keep out of the saloon. Give it an honest man’s curse every time you 
ass it—and do pass it.” 





No wonder Father Murphy should find the climate of Iowa better for his 
health that that of this city, in general, and that of the parish of St. Paul 
the Apostle in particular.
